Monpay, Jangary 30th, 1865. 
The House met at 8 o'clock p. m., the Hon. 
Colonial Seeretary-in the chair as Presiding Mem- 
| ber. Members all present. Minutes of previous 
| Sitting read-and confirmed. 

Hon, Colonial Secretary ‘rend a message from 
His Excellency the Governor, informing the Coun- 
cil of certain alterations id’the Standing Orders, 
the priacipal of whichjare these : To allow the 
members half an hoar’s grace after the hour of 
meeting before the fing would be enforced ; to 
provide that the Couneil each day may ‘appoint 
the time of next sitting ; and to extend the tithe 
allowed for bringing in private Bills.

THOMPSON RIVER BRIDGE BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall, in moving the second read- 
ing of this Bill, explained that it was! to provide 
for the construction of a Bridge across the mouth 
of Thompsoa River, ahd to allow. the constru¢- 
tors thereof to collgct certain tolls pon goods 
passing across the 'riyer for a certain. distance 
above, below or on shid bridge. He thought 
the construction of the bridge of great benefit to 
packers, and, indedd, to the country) generally. 
The time proposed for/the charter was 10 years, 
when the bridge woultl‘become the property of 
Government.. He thonght the terms of the char- 
ter moderate, and that no one could object to 
the Bill. Of course the promoters of the bridge 
anticipated that a road would eventually be eon- 
structed connecting the bridge with the upper 
country. 

Hon. Mr. Moberly seconded the motion. 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook rose to oppose the Bill. 
He said that last year we had granted a charter 
to Mr. Spence to consttuct a bridge) across | the 
Thompson, and he could not understand why 
we should pow encoutage theconstraction of an 
opposition | bridge. [He believed the packers 
wanted a bridge becanse the Ordinance about to 
be introduced requiripg wide tires ‘would urive 
the waggens Off the road, and then provisions 
would be carried by means of packing. He did 
not see why the charter should be. extended to 
10 years when that of Mr Spence was only 7. 

Hon. Mr Ball could not conceive why the hon. 
member for Lillovet opposed the Bill, He (Mr. 
Holbruok) was always advocating meastres 
which would be of benefit to his constitacots, and 
surely he must see that the construction of the 
bridge in question would benefit not only Lilloo- 
et, but the entire country. He (Mr. Holbrook) 
was alsoa great advocate for public improve- 
ments ; and he could not understand why this 
very necessary work, which would certainly bene- 
fit the country at large, should meet with | his 
opposition. The erection of this bridge would 
not in any way interfere with Mr. Spence’s bridge. 
It was simply asked ag an accommodation to 
packers. Mr, Spence had never said anything 
against it, because he knew that waggons and 
traction engines would riot leave hig waggon road 
‘to cross any other bridge. ’ 

Hon: Mr. Elliott’ supported the’ Bill. He 
would like to see every river-and creek in the 
cyuntry bridged. | | 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall remarked that traffic would 
never leave the waggon road to cross the pro- 
jected bridge, but that it was intended for pack- 
ers who carried goods in that direction, and who 
now had to submit to the inconveniences of a 
ferry across the Thompson. - 

Hon, Mr. Moberly did not what objection 
there could be to the ¢onstructign of the bridge. 
If the same toll were charged as is now charged 
on Spence’s bridge, he did not think it could 
injore the latter at all. He would therefore 
support the Bill, : 

The Bill was then read a second time, and af- 
ter some discussion it was agreed that it should 
be committed ou Tuesday.
